Nears Launch

Washington DC ... The first leg of the 
NAB s antrskywave antenna project is 
nearing, a launch, with some elose to the 
Project estimating, that a lease for the test 
site may be signed within the next few 
months. 

The NAB's project will test antenna de- 
signs which are intended to limit sky- 
wave while increasing groundwave 
Propagation of AM transmissions. 

Two designs are involved in the testa 
two-clement array designed by Ogden 
Prestholdt, a consultant for the Washing- 
ton DC based engineering firm of A D. 
Ring & Associates, and a monopole-ring 
radiator design by Richard Biby, uf Com- 
munt ations Engineering Services in 
Arlington, VA 

NAB Science and Technology VP 
Michael Rati acknowledged that a lease 
has been drafted between the NAB and 
property owner Howard University for 
the Beltsville, MD sile of the antenna 
project. 

Remaining, betore the lease can be 
signed is a survey layout attachment fo 
the contract, which will be drafted by 
Kidde Consultants, a civil engineering 
firm from Laurel, MD that conducted the 
site survey for the project several montbs 
earlier. 

The Heltsville iocation is to be time- 
shared between the two antennas in- 
volved in the AM provect.

Prestholdt said in Jate March that a 
contract was “essentially complete” with 
Howard University, and he anticipated 
that a lease would be signed and sile 
preparation would begin “within a 
month.” 

However, Rau cautioned that although 
the NAB was “moving as fast as (it) can,” 
there are several inatters beyond the as- 
sociation’s control which could affeet the 
project's actual starting date. 

Besides the survey layout, the NAB 
has been working with its attorneys mn 
preparing a building permit application 
for Prince George's County, in which the 
Beltsville site is located. Rau said that 
processing, time of the application by 
county officials could be a factor in the 
project’s launch. 

He also suggested that the starting, 
date could be affected by how long it 
takes Howard University to review and 
sign the lease once it has been received 
by the instituuion. 

Howard University had originally held 
some reservations about the project 
because of concerns that tower lights 
might interfere with astronomy classes 
the school holds at a nearby observa- 
tory. 

The matter was resclved, however, by 
moving the intended location of the an- 
tenna to another place on the site.

We recently spent two weeks in Guatemala (including two days im 
neighboring Honduras), so here’s a "quickie" on what the band is like down there. First, 
may I say that Guatemala is a delightful little country: interesting old towns, fascinating 
markets, beautiful lakes, and Mayan ruins. And being there during Holy Weck, we saw a 
goodly number of processions. Guatemala City has 32 local AM stations, and yust about as 
many On the FM band. you hear a lot of Central American pop music on the AM band, and as) up 
here, the FM has more rock and modern music plus a couple of ceasy-listeniny and talk 
stations. 1 liked TGw-640 because it plays a variety of music, and lots of marimba music, 
which I am fond of. ‘TGUX-1030, Radio PanAmericana, is a sort of MYL station and features 1. 
S. A. bands and vocalists of the “40’s. But with all those locals you can t get imich 
nighttime DX in Guatemala City, so you have to get it in the outlying areas. Jo ocan reieuber 
when ‘TGW was the only station in the the country! And so easy to receive up here as the 
frequency was 645 kcs. The AM band in the outlying parts of the country Is wide Open, put 
almost every channel is a jumble of Spanish-speaking stations, mostly Central Americana and 
Mexican. I could positively identify only four U. S. A. stations: KTRH, WWL, KRBE-10/0, 
and WOAI. KIRH was always the strongest. I recall that back in 1980, having passed through 
the Panama Canal, and cruising up the Pacific side of Guatemala, I picked up a fine signal 
from KYW, in spite of their Nw directional pattern. At Tikal, the largest Mayan complex 1 
North America, there are no nearby AM stations in Guatemala. The only Stations beard a tis 
daytime were Belize on 630 and 940. In Honduras (we went there to sec the Mayer rite. of 


Copan) the band sounds the same, but you get a very strong signal from the VOA transit ter 
at Punta Gorda, Belize, on 1580 kes. And just checking my veric Jist for this area, fF have 
7 Guatemala veries, 3 from Honduras, 3 Nicaragua, 3 El Salvador, 8 Conta Kiea, 4 Haber, 
plus British Honduras (now Belize), and Radio Swan - which broacast fran ll. Becawhedd awa 


Island off the E. coast of Honduras to Cuba 
go to Australia in July.

Central-1040 was the only station in Santo Dpaningo to play only pop ana merengue music all 
through the Holy Weck as a challenge, I think, to the lady director, who was not going this 
time to order the station to be closed down again. 

Other stations in Santo Paminyo on the air on the MW were ABC-540, RL; R. Cristal-570, 
all-news; Rk. IV. Dom.-620, chamber and REL mx; R. Universal-650 some Lop and instr. mx; R. 
Guarachita-690, instr. pop and cls. mx; HIJB-830, REL and news about happenings on the 
beaches. Rk. Renuevo-1440; R. Amanecer-1570, and k. Revelacién-1600 are all religious 
stations all the time of different Protestant churches. Sone otner stations in the country 
played also pop mx, but mostly all of them closed down for those three Gays and even in the 
daylight stations from Puerto Rico, Venezuela, and Colombia could be neard all the time. At 
night many more stations were heard. My report has already been sent to Chuck Hutton, and I 
hope you enjoy it. 

I wish to ask a very special request from the old timers. I nave bene trying to find a 
melody I heard in the ‘50’s. I heard it many times in the usual program of U. S. music 
played here in that decade, and even though I have seen on cable TV the sale of many records 
and cassettes with popular music from that time, this melody has never been placed on the 
list of those albums. Anyway, I couldn’t buy any of them as they are only sold for the U. 
S. What melody is it? It is the "Crazy Otto Melody". It is a melody played on the piano, 
and it sounds like a piano concerto, but played instead just like in a western movie saloon. 

About halfway through the melody there canes a male chorus to sing the main theme of the 

melody; it is like a ragtime melody. The pianist playing it was a name like "Johnny 
Maddox", I think. (Osborne-Hamilton’s price guide to 45 rpm records lists it as "Crazy Otto 
(Medley), The" b/w "“Humoresque", on Dot 15325, released in 1955. I have a Johnny Maddox 
album, but unfortunately this is not on it, and I haven’t found it in Topeka. I remember it 
too; there was also a group called "Crazy Otto" which played this type of music -pls) 

If any of you have heard it and know what I am talking about, and you can get a 
cassette with that melody, please let me know. I am willing to cover expenses for the 
purchase and shipping of that tape; if that tape includes other melodies also from the “50s 
it is okay. Another melody I used to hear, this one like a tango, is "Hernando’s Hideaway". 

At that time I was in my teens studying English and liked U. S. music a lot. There were 
many singers at that time: Eddie Fisher, Dean Martin, Doris Day, Jo Stafford, the Platters, 
Nat King Cole, Teresa Brewer, and a lot more. But I am just interested in "The Crazy Otto 
Melody". If any of you know anything about it, please let me know. Thank you very much. 


Sony Taught Him Something

Sometime in 1977, I suppose it was, I purchased Sony model CF 370, an AM-FM 
reciver with cassette recorder, for about $115 as I recall it now. Recently, I sent this 
problem to the authorized Sony service center in Denver to nave same of its problems 
corrected or repaired.

-I was soon astonished to receive a card from the service conter advivisiny mm to come 
in and pick it up. ‘They were finished with it, and there was no charge. L called up to 
inquire why there was no charge and was told they didn’t have the parts that would be needed 
to restore it to good working order. They had done nothing with it, I guess, except 
consider its aye and realize they didn’t have 1977-era capacitors, resistors, or whatever 
might be needed. 

Now, there was not much wrong with that receiver to begin with. The AM and the FM side 
were functioning. My chief complaint had been quite broad tuning on the FM side. Example: 
KMJI-FM tuned so broadly that it covered up and wiped out reception of KOSJ-#M, Denver ’s 
number 1 radio station. KMJI is 100.3, and KOSI is at 101.1. They separate with no trouble 
on three other FM receivers around the house. Another shortcoming in this receiver was a 
tendency for tone quality to disintegrate after 30-40 minutes of use. Such was the full 
extent of my problems with the CF-370. 

This radio club contains certain members who manage to keep 25~- or 30-year-old radio 
receivers in vintage condition and find genuine satisfaction and pleasure in doing it. IL 
would be very willing to pay one of the $35 if he would be willing to repair the minor 
problems I have with this Sony. 

If any qualified member wants to take me up on that offer, just call me collect, after 
5 pm your local time some night, and I‘1l mail it to you. My number is (303) 757-2474. 

Meanwhile I have learned a lesson: Never buy any radio product bearing the name 
"Sony". I wonder if Sony wanted me to learn that kind of lesson? (Hmmm. I would tend to 
lean on the local service center, rather than Sony products. I believe that you’]l find 
that most product services centers charge a minimum of around $25 to work on anything, and 
their hourly rate will be upwards of $40. And 1d have to say that for a rather inexpensive 
radio-recorder to last for 11 years is not a bad achievement. My 20-year-old Sony 1C-355 
ai oo is still going strong, although I’ve had to replace the belts and c/1l/a it.
